THE BANERUPT ACT.

—

The bankrupt act has been changed
by Congress, by the adoption of the
following amendment : “Be it enacted
by the Sconate.and House of Represon
tatives of the United States of Amerioa,
in Congress assembled, That the pro-
visions of the secend clause of the
thirty third section of an Act to estah-
lish a uniforn system .of Bankruptey
throughout the United States, as amend-
¢d by the firat section of an act in
smendment thereot, shall not apply to
those debts from which the bankrupt
socks a discharge, which were conw
tracted prior to the lst of January,
1869.”

Previous to thisamendment, no per-
ton whose estate would not pay fifty
per cent. of hib indebtedness, exclusive
of his debts as suréty, could, without the
consent of a majority of his oreditors,
avail himsolf of the bankrupt act. The
effect of this amendment is to make the
fifty per cent. .clause apply only to debts
coutraoted after the 1st of January, 1869.
Under the law as it now stands, any
person can apply for a relesse from all
his old debts, whether his estate pays
avgthing or not. He is only required
topay fifty per cent. of such of his
individual debts as were contracted sube
sequent to January lst, 1869,
